This bill re-creates the Medical Care Trust Fund without modification, effective November 4,
2004. The Medical Care Trust Fund, FLAIR #68-2-474, is administered by the Agency for
Health Care Administration. This fund was last re-created effective November 4, 2000, by
Chapter 2000-60, Laws of Florida.

The trust fund is used to budget the federal share of the Medicaid program (Title XIX) and Child
Health Insurance (Title XXI) funds for the KidCare program.
